A BOX OF KINDLING. 


Plain Evidence of Incendiarisns 
Last t venineg. 

Last evening about 9:30 o’clock smoke 
was seen issuing from the Plaza Bazar, a 
dry goods and furnishing store in the brick 
building onthe point opposite the plaza, 
The plaza engine promptly responded, and 
when the door was broken open the store 
was filled with smoke, but nothing could be 
seen of the fire. A search, however, disclosed 
a pasteboard box filled with fine kindling 
wood under the floor, near the partition in 
the store, and so located as to create the 
impression that the fire was caused from a 
defective flue, there being a restaurant next 
door. It was the work of but a few sec- 
onds to cut up the floor, and the box 
was secured before it had been 
burned sufficiently to destroy it, 
and in a few seconds the danger was , over. 
Chief Moriarty was on the ground a few 
minutes after the box was found, and took 
charge of it, and was looking about the 
piace when the proprietor of the store, A. 
Aarons, came in, apparently very much 
surprised, and said that he bad just closed 
up the place a few minutes before be heard 
the alarm. He said that he carried $8000 in- 
surance in Coleman & Childress’s agency 
but could not imagine how the fire bad 
started, as he had no stove in his store, and 
there d been no fire about the place. 
Chief Moriarty put a watch nan ip charge 
of the building, and today the insurance 
people will investigate the case. The dam- 
age is nominal, as the firemen were too 
quick, and got to the piace before the fire 
gut good headway. 

It was a clear case of attempted incen- 
diarism on the part of somebody, and the 
plans had all been carefully N as to 
make it appear that the fire originated from 
a defective flue in the restaurant. The 
crime is pecuiiarly fiemdish from the fact 
that the upper story of the building is occu- 
pied as a lodging-house, and should it not 
have been fortunately discovered there 
micht have been serious loss of life. Should 
the perpetrators of the cowardly deed be 
discovered they will doubtless receive the 
full benefit of the law.

A KECEIVER TAKES A SLICE OF 
| THE THIBUNE. 


Complaint Filed by ©. M. Snell, a 
Stockhotder and Part Owner in 
the Newspaper Roates—fhoma« 
A. Lewis in Charge of Jeopardized 
Interests, 


. Rumor was busy with her thousand 
tongues yesterday about the affairs of the 
Tribune Company, and the general con- 
census of opinion was that the inevitable is 
very close at hand. The only positive de- 
velopments in a legal way, however, are 
described below: 


THE FIRST RECEIVER. 
Late yesterday afternoon Thos, A. Lewis 
was appointed receiver by Superior Court 
Judge Wade for a block of Tribune Pub- 
lishing Company stock owned by C. M. 
Sneli and the carriers’ routes of the Los An- 
geles Tribnue. Mr. Lewis was placed 
under 62000 bonds to faithfully perform his 
dity, which bonds he filed during the after- 
noon, Last evening Mr. Lewis took charge 
of the interests committed to him, and left 
„C. Thompson at the office during the 
night as his representative. 
This is the first of a series of legal 
proceedings that will be brought against 
the bankrupt concern within the next few

Mr. Snell, who has been a stockholder in 
the Tribune Publishing Company during 

tfew months, states under oath in the 
ollowing complaint that the Tribune Pub- 
ishing Company bas been misman and 
8 now insolvent.

INCENDIARISM has become alto- 
gether too common a crime in Los 
Angeles.

MORTGAGE INDEBTEDNESS. 

The past two years have constituted a 
period of large and rapid expansion in our 
business. The Times Building has been 
built within that time, besides which, costly 
machinery and materials have been pur- 
chased to meet the requirements of the situ- 
ation. There is, of course, a mortgage in- 
debtedness (building loan), about which 
there is no concealment, it being a matter 
of public record. This indebtedness 
amounts to a total of $25,000, or not to ex- 
ceed one-third of the established valuation 
of the real estate. It is payable as follows: 
Jan. 1. 1291, $5000; Jan. 1, 1892, $5000; Jan.

The two principal items of the remaining 
indebtedness are fer balances due on the 
new Hoe press (about two-fifths of its cost), 
and upon the Associated Press franchise, 
worth $20,000, with long time #9 run.

We buy our paper by the carload, and 
usually on 90 days’ time, and use about one 
carload per month. Our indebtedness for 
this of course runs right along, month in 
and month out, and varies from about $1100 
to about $2200, according .as we have one 
car or two cars on hand or en route. 


The bona fide circulation of TRR Times

We have several times commented on 
the great irrigation scheme, for which 
Congress recently voted an appropria- 
tion of $100,000—an amount which was 
to be used in paying the expense of a 
preliminary survey of the great water- 
sheds of the Rocky Mountain region 
for the purpose of ascertaining where 
storage reservoirs may be successfully 
built. The undertaking is of course an 
immense one, and the sum of $100,000 
will not cover even the preliminary 
survey.. An additional appropriation 
ot $350,000 is now recommended, and 
will probably be made for the coming 
year. The total estimated eost ot this 
work of investigation and survey is 
54.000.000. 

In our opinion, the scheme would 
prove the most profitable investment 
of money ever made by this country, 
even should the ultimate sum needed 
be ten times four millions. The effect 
of the work for which this survey 
would pave the way would practically 
be to create a new fertile country, in- 
side the United States, larger than any 
subdivision which we have acquired by 
purchase or treaty, and every acre of 
which can be made to produce enough 
food to feed a family. The money 
value of the benefits conferred by this 
system has been estimated at $800,000,- 
000, and in subsequent land valuations 
a conservative official estimate has 
placed the figures at $19,200,000,000. 

The present lawin effect restricts 
the work of investigation to regions 
wherein the irrigable lands still beiong 
to the Government, so that the main 
part of California would not receive 
any direct benefit therefrom. Soon 
after the appropriation became availa- 
ble, early in Noventber, the Director of 
the Geological Survey, in Washington, 
telegraphed Gov. Waterman to permit 
State Engineer Hall to go to the Na- 
tional capital for the purpose of con- 
sultation. Mr. Hall arrived there 
about a week ago, and has since been 
constituted asort of consulting en- 
gineer on the work. 

The California irrigation reports are 
taken as models in the Geological Sur- 
vey Bureau. There is one way in 
which the new Government work may 
be turned to the direct benefit of Cali- 
fornia, and that is as was done in the 
topographic work of New Jersey and 
Massachusetts, by cooperation, under 
special laws, between the Government 
and the State officers.

A BROKER’S LIABILITY. 


Important Decision by the United 
states Supreme Court. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 21.— [By the Associ- 
ated Press.] In the Supreme Court today 
an opinion was given in the ease of William 
G. Galigher, appellant, vs. Thomas F 
Jones, on appeal from the Supreme Court 
of the Territory of Utah. The case turns 
upon the loss sustained by Galigher through 
the refusal or neglect of his broker, Jones, 
to follow his instructions in a stock transac- 
tion. The Court holds that a broker is but 
an agent and that he is bound to follow the 
directions of his principal or give prompt 
notice that he declines to continue the 
agency. It therefore decides Jones liable 
for damages for not notifying Galigher by 
telegraph that he would hot convert certain 
stocks into other stocks @s he was ordered 
to do. The measure of damages which 
should be awarded where stock advances in 
value after an order to buy has been given, 
the court holds, should be the highest inter- 
mediate value which the stock attains, be- 
tween the time the order was given and a 
reasonable time after the notice of failure 
to buy the stock is given the intending pur- 
chaser, in order that he may make a, new 
order.

French Complaints of English Seiz- 
ures in (ceanica. 

PARIS, Jan, 21.—| By Cable and Associated 
Press.] In the Chamber of Demities today 
Bisbop Freppel asked what measures the 
Government was taking to protect the posi- 
tion of France in the Pacific, especially 
with regard to the Easter Islands, which 
had been reported ceded to Chili. He fur- 
ther said that, although the Tonga group, 
belonging to Tahiti, England had annexed 
two of those islands. Did the Government 
regard this annexation as final, and what 
action was intended in view of the recent 
English annexations in the Cook group. 

Admiral Krantz, Minister of Marine, re- 

lied that the mirals of the navy had 
u consulted, and all agreed it was use- 
less to retain the Easter Islands. As for 
Cook Islands, they had never belonged to 
France. Regarding the Tonga group, the 
Government held that Engiand had no 
right to retain the two isiands which she 
annexed, although the islands really pos- 
sessed no importance.
